REPORT. Besa RD 


By vote of. the Town passed at the last annual meeting, the Selectmen 
were directed to prepare their accounts, and cause the same to be pub- 
lished as early as the first day of March, 1839. In obedience to that 
requisition the foregoing is submitted as a statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the town for the year ending February 22, 1839, and 
in connection with that statement, the undersigned would submit the 
following 

REPORT: 


At the commencement of the present year, when the undersigned enter- 
ed upon the discharge of their official duties, it was ascertained that the 
town was in debt to an amount somewhat greater than was supposed. 
The amount of orders then outstanding, exclusive of interest, was ascer- 
tained to be $8,583 89. The amount of old bills then due and since paid, 
appears by the foregoing statement to be $443 52. To this should be ad- 
ded the interest which had accrued and was unpaid on outstanding orders, 
amounting to $175 15, making in the aggregate, the sum of $9,202 56, as 
the debt of the town at the commencement of the year. 

It has been the aim of the undersigned to exercise that rigid economy 
in the expenditures of the town which this embarrassed state of their 
finances demanded, and to adjust all claims against the town in the same 
manner and upon the same principles as they would be adjusted between 
man and man—to allow them if legal and just, and to reject them if other- 
wise. Several claims which purport to have accrued pricr to the com- 
mencement of the year, have been presented and disallowed, for the rea- 
son that they appeared to be illegal and unjust ; but it is a matter of great 
satisfaction to the undersigned that they are able to state that no unad- 
justed account or bill, which they deem legal and just, remains outstanding 
against the town. All the current expenses of the town have been paid, 
so that they leave no claims accruing during the year, to be adjusted by 
their successors. They have also been able to take up old orders to the 
amount of $2,206 09, and to pay the sum of $443 52 on account of old 
bills, besides paying $550 69 on account of interest, thus reducing the 
debt of the town from $9,202 56 to $6,485 56, and this sum being the 
amount fnow due on old orders, is the amount of the debt outstanding 
against the town. 

In considering the amount thus paid towards the debt of the town, it 
is to observed that the unavoidable expenditures of the year for the re- 
pairs of highways and bridges, and for some other purposes, have been 
greater than was anticipated. The bridge at the Harbor, and the bridge 
over Pennychuck brook, near Fosdick’s Mills, it was found necessary to 
rebuild—an expense not contemplated at the last annual meeting. The 
expense of the new Hearse and Hearse-house, which were directed by 
vote of the town to be procured, was also found to be necessarily much 
greater than the sum appropriated. 

It will be seen by the foregoing statement that the Poor Farm for the 
last year, has more than supported the paupers, and paid the salary of the 
Superintendent. Subjected as we are to a great influx of foreign paupers, 
it must be highly satisfactory to the town that the sixty-three paupers 
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who have received more or less support at the Alms-house during the yéar, 
have been maintained without any further cost to the town than the inter. 
est of the money invested in the establishment. Very many of the pau- 
pers are utterly helpless, and but few among them are able to contribute 
to any great amount to their support. In this connection it should be 
observed that within the past year four deaths have occurred, and an 
unusual degree of sickness has prevailed among the inmates of the es- 
tablishment, very much increasing the cost of their support ; and on the 
other hand, ‘the whole amount of labor which the Superintendent with 
his hired man and the paupers has been able to perform off the farm, has 
been at a fair estimate, $173 15 only, which is shewn in the foregoing 
account to have been done on the highway. Inthe invoice of stock, &c. 
on hand, no farming utensils are included, except such as have been pur- 
chased and placed upon the farm during the year, and no account is made 
of firewood at the door, the quantity being about the same on hand at this 
time last year, nor is any account made of certain claims against towns 
and individuals, amounting to about 4270, which have in former years 
been considered available, and with which the establishment has hereto- 
fore been credited. The whole amount may be regarded as doubtful and 
some of it utterly worthless 

A contract was made early in the year with the present Superintendent 
for his services for one year, and it being understood that he would con- 
tinue no longer in that situation than till the expiration of his year, it 
became necessary to engage the services of some suitable person to suc- 
ceed him; and a contract has been made with Mr Joseph Waugh, now 
and for six years past Superintendent of the Poor Farm in Amherst, for 
the services of himself and wife for one year, on the same terms as those 
on which Mr Searles and wife were employed. The experience of Mr 
Waugh in this business, and the high recommendations which the un- 
dersigned have received of his qualifications, justifv the expectation that, 
under his superintendence, our Poor Farm will continue to be judiciously 
and prudently managed. "At the present time, thirty-one are supported 
there at the public charge. It will be necessary to build a new Barn 
upon the Farm the ensuing season, and a part of the materials have been 
procured for that purpose and are included in the invoice of stock, &c. 
on hand.

The extraordinary expenses to which the aon will be necessarily sub- 
jected the ensuing year, will require the appropriation of larger sums than 
usual. The bridge across the Nashua river, near the factories of the 
Jackson Company, is in so ruinous a state, as to require to be entirely 
rebuilt. One new highway of an expensive character, over Mine Falls, 
has been laid out by a Committee of the Court of Common Pleas, and an 
order has been made on the town to have it completed in the course of 


eighteen months. Upon petitions for two others, Committees have been ,/ 


appointed, with power to lay them out. 
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By an Act of the Legislature, passed at the last June session, the 
town is authorized to appropriate their proportion of the surplus revenue 
to any purpose for which the town may lawfully raise money ; and the 
undersigned would suggest the expediency of appropriating some portion 
of it to meet these extraordinary expenditures. 

By vote of the town, at the last annual meeting, the Selectmen were 
authorized to procure a’place for holding town meetings in future, but no 
moneys having been appropriated by the town for that purpose, they have 
consequently been unable to complete any arrangement for a permanent 
Town House, but: have hired the Meeting House of the First Baptist 
Society in Nashua for the use of the town, and have agreed, in behalf of 
the town, to pay therefor one hundred dollars. Although this sum may 
appear large, it will be seen on examination that it is much less than the ~ 
interest upon the probable cost of a Town House.
